Conduct a public hearing and consider approval of an agreement with Austin Independent School District regarding 
redevelopment of Bowie High School. The agreement will require that the redevelopment of Bowie High School by 
AISD: 
• comply with City Code Chapter 25-8 (Environment) in effect on the date of the agreement ; 
• elect to be governed by City Code Section 25-8-26 (Redevelopment Exception in the Barton Springs Zone); 
• provide SOS ponds for all existing, redeveloped, and new impervious cover; 
• implement beneficial use of stormwater. 
Upon approval of this item, the City of Austin and Austin Independent School District will begin negotiating in 
earnest regarding the Travis Country impervious cover transfers in the Barton Springs Zone.
